San Fkancisco, Oot. 9.— Theodore Dur- 
rant was placed on tha stand this morning 
to testify In FiU own behalf. Ib had boon 
tho intention of tho dofonco to roaall Charles 
T. Lonihan, but Lenihan was not prosont 
and Durrant was called. General Dioklnaon 
conduoted tho examination. Aftor telling 
hia ago and a few other facta of that kind, 
the attention of tho young madical atudent 
was attraotod to the events of April 3. On 
tho morning of that day ho said he mot 
Blanohe Lament, to whom ho had Grab been 
introduced at Emanuel ohuroh laHt Septem- 
ber. Aftor rolating tho facts about his trip 
with Miss Lorribnt to tho Suttor streot oar, 
ho said ho went to Cooper medioal cnllogo, 
intonding to attond tho lecture at 1 1 o'olock. 
Dr. Stillman, howevor, did not lecture, and 
Durrani said that ho and another student 
named Robs wont for a walk. When they 
roturned half an hour lator Durrant wont to 
tho library to consult some authorities on 
certain questions under discussion in tho 
clues. About one o'olock Durrant said he 
wont for another walk with a student named 
Digglns. They were abaont about half an 
hour. Returning, Durrant went into the 
library and remained until 3 30 o'olook, 
whon he went to tho class room, where Dr, 
Cheney was to leoturo. 

" WaB thoro a roll oall at tho oIobo of the 
leoture ? " asked General DIokinson. " There 
was," replied Durrant. " Wore you in the 
class room, and did you answer to your 
name?" " I was proaont and answered to 
my name," ho replied. Durrant's answers 
up to this time had been given in olear well 
modulated tones, without hesitation or un- 
duo haste. Then came a question at whloh 
the prisoner hesitated a moment before 
answering. " Did yon take notes at the 
leoture 1 " Durrant's eyes were oast down 
for nearly half a minuto ; no anawer came. 
Thon he raised his head, "I took aomo 
notes," he ropllod, " but thoy are not very 
full." Five pagcB of notes were produced 
and admitted in evidence. Durrant next 
told of how he went to church after the 
close of the leoture to repair the gas fixtures. 
Ho said ho wen: on a Suttor street oar, 
transferred to Larkin, from whioh he trans- 
ferred to the Mission eleotrio oars, and went 
within ono blook of the ohurch. Ho was 
not accompanied by anybody on the trip. 

Entering the ohurch, Darrant said he took 
off his coat and vest so that his watch would 
not fall out of hia pocket whilo ab work, and 
laid bhe garments in the library. Thon he 
gathered the necessary tools and went to the 
attic to repair the aun burners. InorrfSr to 
mako his testimony more easily understood, 
a blackboard was brought into court and 
Durrant traced a diagram of a seotlon of 
Emanuel ohuroh and its tall tower. In 
order to repair the burners, ho said, it was 
necessary for him to lio at full longth on a 
plank with his head much lower than his 
foot. The gas was partly turnod on in order 
to teat the lighting apparatus. Then Dur- 
rant took tho gas burner, and stopped down 
to the jury box, explained to tho jury the 
construction of tho burners. The prisoner 
explained everything with facility, whilo 
the jurors leanod over the rail, eager to 
oatoh every word that came from Durrant's 
lips. 

After explaining about tho burner, Dur- 
rant said ho doBcendod to the auditorium 
where he found Goorge King playing tho 
organ. Aoked as to what conversation took 
place, he eaid : " I said, Hollo George, I 
heard you playing from upstairs." He said 
something about my looking palo. I told him 
that ho would look palo if ho had boon 
through what I had. Then I explained that 
while I had been fixing tho sun burners I 
had been partly overcome by escaping gaB. 
I folt very sick, rathor nauseated, and asked 
him if ho would go to tho drug atoro and got 
mo aomo bromo-seltzor. 1 gave him tho 
money and In a few moments ho returned 
with tho mudicino." After drinking tho 
seltzer, Durrant Baid ho holpod King to car- 
ry tho email organ down atairs. Thon ho 
asked King how ho looked, and King said 
ho did not look as ho did a fow moments 
before. Durrant wanted to soo for himBoIf, 
however, and went to tho mirror. When 
work at tho ohurch was finished, Durrant 
said ho walked to Twonty-sooond and Mis- 
sion streets with King. He walked a block 
or two out of his way to accompany King, 
aa ho had plenty of time. After loaving 
King ho wont homo to dinner, but did not 
oat hoartily, as he still folt ill from the ef- 
fects of tho gap, and in tho evening ho at- 
tended sorvlco at tho ohurch. Thoro ho mot 
Mrs. Noblo, Blanche Lamont's aunt, and 
askod hor if Blanche waa coming to prayer 
mooting that ovoning, and Mra. Noble said 
she did not think so. Durrant also spoko of 
a note that ho saw Mra. Noblo hand to Mra. 
Moore.

Sufferings of the Italian Nation— The 
Papacy Must Have Temporal 
Jurisdiction. 

A Perpetuation Rather Than the 
Termination of the Conflict 
Aimed At. 

Rome, Oot. 9.— The letter of His Holiness 
Popo Loo XIII to Cardinal Rampolla, tho 
papal secretary of state, on tho recent fetes 
hold in difforent parts of Italy in honor of 
tho ontry of the Italian troops into Rome, 
was published this evening. It is as fol- 
lows : " Tho sentiment of humanity, 
whioh ovon minds dominated by passion 
restrain, seemed to permit of tho hope of 
Bomo oonaidoration in our old ago ; but this 
haB been brutally ignorod. Wo have boen 
roduced to become almoat immediate wit- 
nesses of tho apotheoels of Italian revolu- 
tion and tho spoliation of tho Holy Soo. 

' That whioh moat afflicted us la tho do 
sign to perpotuato rather than to terminate 
the confliot of which no ono can measure the 
disastrous efTeotB. Tho final object of tho 
occupation of Rome waa not to completo 
political unity, bub, in destroying tho walls 
ot tho temporal metropolie, to more closely 
attack the spiritual power tf the Popes. 
The object wan to change tho destinies of 
Rome, to return to paganism and givo birth 
to a third Rome and a third era In civili- 
zation. That Is what it waa desired to cele- 
brate recently under the sanction of tho new 
law by noisy demonstrations oondncted by a 
sect whioh is the enemy of God. 

" The nation suffers, for not only aro tho 
promises of mutual benefits unfulfilled, but 
Italy is divided and subservient to faotions 
whioh menace all civil and social institutions 
in augmenting numbeta and force. Nothing 
will ever confer veritable independence 
upon the Papacy eo long as it does not have 
temporal jurisdiction. Thia eondition they 
pretend to have guaranteed Ib subordinated 
to the arbitrary will of others, and lately 
there has been a suggestion of a throat to 
abrogato even tho guarantee ltaelf." 

Tho letter of tho Pope then vaunts the 
blessIngB of pontifical sovereignty and in- 
vites Italians not to be bound np with sects 
ard to consider how pernicions it would be 
to perpetuate the cotflict whioh is profiting 
the enemies of Christianity. It then aflirmB 
that the head of the ohnroh follows with 
loving vigilanoo humanity's road, and does 
not refuse to accept the reasonable neces- 
sities of the times. The letter concludes 
with : " If the Italians would throw off 
the Masonio yoke and would listen to us, 
we could open our heart to the fondest 
hopoa, otherwise we can but predlot new 
perila and greater disasters."

The Powers Still Awaiting a Definite 
Reply From Turkey— Condition 
of Czarewitch. 



Bitterness Between Spaniards and 
Cubans Increasing 1 — Fast Siberian 
Steamship Line. 



London, Oob. 9.— The Vienna correspon- 
dent of tho TimeB tolegraphs that he hears 
on good authority that tho Russian govern- 
ment la planning a line of fast Btoamera to 
run from Vladivostook to Shanghai in con- 
nection with tho Siberian railway. 

A special despatch recolved hero from 
Berlin Bays that Prof. Loydon, tho special- 
ist, who is In ohargo of tho Czarewitch, has 
roceived a tolegram notifying him that his 
patient's illness has assumed an alarming 
turn. 

Tho ReiohBanzsiger publishes a noto 
signed by Chancellor von Hohenlohe and 
othor ministers denying the ohargo against 
Dr. von Bottisehor, minister of tho interior, 
io tho tffooc that tho timo when important 
financial reforms wore Imminent he bor- 
rowed from prominent bankers largo aumB 
which ho did not intend to repay. 

A doapatoh from Sydney, N.S. W., says 
that tho Australian crickot oouncil has de- 
cided to send a team to England and 
America in 1»9G. 

Tho representatives of tho six powers are 
to day still waiting for a definite reply to 
the communications recently handed to tho 
Turkiah government on behalf of their ro- 
apoctivo governmenta, Tho patienco of tho 
different European governments interested 
in tho proposed reforms is beooming ex- 
haunted and definite action upon their part 
may ba expooted. In view of the increasing 
gravity of tho situation, tho British 
Mediterranean squadron remains at 
LomnoB, within a short distanoo 
of the ontranco to the Durdanolles. Tho 
obstinacy of tho Porte under tho ciroum- 
stancoa is not generally understood. No re- 
ply haB been recoived to tho request of Sir 
Phillip Currie, the British ambassador, 
made shortly after tho masaacro, that ho 
bo allowed to visit the prisons in which the 
Armenians ohargod with rioting aro con- 
fined to tako their depositions for transmis- 
sion to tho various European governments 
intorostod.

SCARLATINA IN SEATTLE. 

All the School Books Used LaBt Year to Be 
Called in and Destroyed , 

Seattle, Oct, 9. — Tho aoarlatina epidomio 
ia gradually spreading, despite the prompt 
action of tho board of hoalth in establishing 
a strict quarantine in tho affootod diatriots, 
and ordering a number of sohool rooms dis- 
infected. There aro now sixteen cases in 
eleven families. Tho board of hoalth met 
yosterday afternoon and fully discussed tho 
situation, whioh wae considered very grave, 
VarlouB methods of suppression wore sug- 
gested, the most feasible, according to the 
opinions of Drs. Miller and Holmes, being 
the establishment of a fover hospital, where 
patients should bo sent. Ib was thoughb 
that, whilo this was poaslbly tho beab muthod 
spoken of, it might receive severe setbacks 
from parents of afToctod childron, and also 
from the city government on acoount of the 
oxpenfie of oBtabliBhing ib. Dr. Miller held, 
however, that it would nob bo noar ao ex- 
pensive aa tho prosont quarantine. "Tho 
public,' 1 ho said, " seems to think that the 
city Bhould bo rid of tho opldoaiio by thia 
time, bub tho board has dono everything 
that can bo dono In the matter. I believe 
tho groab trouble lies in not calling in tho 
school books used lust yoar, and I am in 
favor of passing a rosolubion ordering the 
secretary r>f tho board to send a communica- 
tion to tho school board requesting it to 
have destroyed all the books uaed in tho in- 
fected Bohools last yoar, and if tho board of 
education will not act, thia board will take 
oharge of tho matter, " 

A resolution to this effect was adopted.

"After all tho abuse I havo reooived at 
tho hands oi tho late milk Inspector, sitting 
at my back and looking over my shoulder, I 
ask you to remove James McGeor out of tho 
bar of the council chamber." 

At the conclusion of tho reading of this 
remarkable uoto there was an awkward 
pause. Finally acting Mayor Brown ap 
pealed to tho council, but tho council do 
cliaod to act. Aoting Mayor Brown then 
requested Mr. McGeor to rotire. Mr. Me 
Goor aBkod to bo allowed to speak, bub the 
privilege waa denied him and ho rotircd 
Mr McGeer contends that the dismissal of 
the milk inspeotor was not legal, and that 
couaequently ho still holda that office and 
has a right to sit bahind the railing which 
divideB tho aldormon from tho ordinary 
citizens. 

In lotting tho contract for the resorvoir 
the city neglected to obtain security from 
the contractors ; as a roaulb many of those 
who supplied material, proviaiona, etc, woro 
not paid. These citizsna havo asked the 
city council to settlo this obligation of tho 
contractors, for which they are morally 
responsible owing to their negleot as men- 
tioned. Tha city rofuaod, and have now 
been further aBked to submit a by-law to tho 
people for them to doeide whether or not 
they should bo paid out of tho general funds 
of the city. The council have thus far again 
declined. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Oot. 9.— Two burglars 
wore arrested this afternoon for breaking in 
to the houaoa of George Hawkins and 
Thorn as W iggins in daylight on Monday, 
From the former was stolen a large stock of 
provisions, and from the latter $60 in cash 
ard $200 worth of jewelry. 

Two fishermen rescued a drowning man 
yoatorday near Sapperton who was attempt- 
ing to awlm tho river. He proved to be an 
escaped lunatic and was handed biok to tho 
authorities. 

A man named Jacob Patterson oommitted 
suicide yeatorday by throwing himself in 
front of an approaching trom oar opposito 
the power house. Tho body waa brought to 
Westminster and a ooroner'a inqueBt held, 
a verdict of suicide while insane being re- 
turned, with no one blamed. Patterson was 
an employe of tho Weatminater & Vancou- 
ver Tram Co., and was on construction work 
when he committed suicide. He was a 
native of Sweden and was unmarriod.

It 
goes to tho smelter at Everett, Washington, 
over the Nelson & Forb Shoppard. 

List winter partios connected with ono of 
the big copper companies operating ut 
Butite, Montana, bought the Poorman, u 
fractional olalm botweon the War Kiglo, 
Joaio, Lo P.oi, and Center Star, at Ross- 
land. They havo incorporated a company 
and capitalized it at $500,000. Tho pro- 
perty is to bo workod.

Tho country to tho south of Nelson is at- 
tracting tho attontlon of both prospectors 
and mining men, as tho veins discovered on 
Champion, LoBt Sheep, Boar and other 
creeks all oarry oro vory much like that 
from tho voina around Rosaland. President 
C'orbin of tho Nelson & Fort Shoppard rail- 
way has had assays that ran aa high aa $22 
in gold from oro from Champion oroek and 
says that oro of a still higher grado has boon 
obtained from discovoriea mado between tho 
head of chat oroek and Salmon Si ling. 

R S. Gallop loft on Tuesday morning 
with four men for tho Gallop group of 
olaima, near tho head o£ Hausor lake, con- 
sisting of tho President, California, and 
Two Brothers claims. Ho and Hloks aro 
under contract to drivo about '200 foot of 
tunnel for A. W. McOune, of tho Skylino, 
at Ainsworth, to whom tho claims have 
boon bonded. The torina are oonsiderod 
favorable, tho soiling prioo being $20,000, of 
whloh $5,000 is to bo paid on tho 1st of 
April, 1896, and tho b'tUnoe of $15,000 on 
the 1st of October, 189G. Tho bonders havo 
tho privilege of working tho claims and 
Hhipping tho oro, tho nob procoods of which 
aro to bo paid ovor on account of tho bond. 

At the sito of tho smeltor for tho Silver

CONCERNING KOOTENAY. 

Magnificent Ore In the Lust Chance— Remark- 
ably Rich Strike on the 
Iron Mask. 

Parties just down from Rossland report, a 
rioh Btriko on tho Iron MaBk, owned by tho 
War E»glo Company, and adjoining that 
property, Whilo digging u road a voin of 
oro waB uncovered, the first aaBoy of which, 
it is said, went $167 in gold. Not being 
satisfied with this, James Clark, tho super- 
intendent, aocompanied by his asaayer, wont 
down and took Bamples which, it is said, 
assayed $256 Tho vein whero discovered 
is from four to six foot In width. 

Rfd mountain, on which aro located tho 
Ci-ntre Star, Lo Roi, War Eagle, Josio and 
Cliff, seems to bo almOBt all oro. To bo Bure 
much of it is low grade, but with choap 
emolting it can bo handled with a profit to 
tho ownorB. But thero ia so muoh oro that 
Ib rich that will ma from .'jIO to $60 in gold 
rh'it the baser product ia allowed to aocumu 
lata on tho dump. 

J. D. Farroll, manager of the Crown 
Point and Iron HorBO properties, is in the 
city. Spoaking of tho do polopmonb on tho 
Iron Horao, he Baid : " Wo aro now drift- 
ing oach way from whore the lodgo was cut. 
In the face of tho drift thoro is 22 feet of 
solid ore, which will average $50 por ton. 
Tho initial ahipmont was mado a fow days 
ago, the returns of which havo not yet boen 
reooived. The Iron HorBe 1b ono cf the 
moat remarkable prnportios in tho distriot, 
imd is being thoroughly prospected. Tho 
Crown Point is now down 65 foot and a 
drift is being run an a rich body of oro. 
Bids havo boen received for tho machinery." 

E. H. Tomlinson, owner of tho LiBt 
Chance mino on Noble Fivo mountain, in 
the Slocan distriot, is in the city on his way 
east. From him it Is learned that au in- 
cline was run 106 foot Into tho mountain, 
and for 30 foet on tho roof of 
tho incline there is ono to two feot 
of solid oro. Tho firat 100 tona taken 
out from thia opening ran 184 ounoos in 
silver and 74 per cent lead. As a curiosity 
sovoral largo pieooB of oro woro taken out, 
the largest of which weighed from one to 
three tons. Ia tho mino thore is also a pro 
duot of carbonates mining from 66 to 11. 'i 
ounces in silver. There 1b about 15 tons of 
second class ore on tho dump awaiting ship- 
ment, from which the assays aro 100 ounces 
of silver and 29.J por cent. lead. 

A lower tunnel is also being run and is 
now in 170 foet in oro all the way. No 
shipments have been made from this tunnel. 
They are now mining on a vein from two to 
four foet in width. ThiB vein carries SO 
ounces carbonates and 180 ounces oro. This 
tunnel at its face has a vertical depth of 150 
fsot. Thero is 412 feot pf development on 
the property, and every foot of work on the 
voin is in ore. The mino has an elevation of 
7,500 feet. On Monday laat a contract was 
let to construct a telephone lino from San- 
don to tho mino.

Fruit is away ahead of last year, tho ex- 
hibit from tho lower country being particu- 
larly fine, especially grapes, apples, and 
plums. Dairy products are excellont and 
werihy of much more reference.

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JOB PRINTERS WILL UOAIBINE. 

Reviving Their Organization for Advance of 
Prices-All In It. 

The old Printers and Publishers' Associa- 
tion of Seattle ia about to be re-oruaciz fd 
and a meeting for that purpose will bj held 
Wednesday evening at the office of the Min- 
nesota Type Foundry, tho immediate objeot 
being to combine for tho advanco of prioos. 

The job printera olalm that at present 
prices tnero ia actually nothing to be mado 
by them. In the first place- they must pay 
the scale of §18 a week, or $3 a day, for com- 
position, and while that haB been reduoed 
from S3 50 by a recont action of the Typo- 
graphical Union, the competition baa low- 
ered prices accordingly For letterheads, 
whioh formerly brough JSC to $7 a thousand, 
the price now ie but §3 50, and out of that 
muac come Si 76 to $2 for stock, the pay for 
help and all other expenses. 

The organizara Bay that they have every 
firm in Seattle with them, and they wiah it 
understood they do not intend to make an 
exorbitant advance, but enough for a living 
only. Tho other objects of the organization 
stated are to develop a friendly spirit, for 
theexohango of information and to assist 
each other in collecting from delinquent 
cuBtomera. 

At a preliminary meeting last Wednes- 
day eveniDg a committee on constitution 
and by. laws was appointed and it is under- 
stood to have its report ready.— Seattle P. 
I., Oct. 8. 



BRICK PAVEMENT. 

To THE Editor : - St muoh has been eald 
in your columns of late in favor of paving 
tho streets with vitrified brick that itsoems 
to me llttlo remains to bo said. As a prac 
tical brickmaker, who thoroughly under 
atandB the mnoufuoturo of vitrified brick, 
having been f jr many years in the business 
iu England, porhiips I may bo allowed to 
say that a really li.sc-claea brick, ejpablo of 
standing heavy and continuous traffic, de 
pende equally upon : 1st, the material from 
which it is made; 2nd, tho melhodB em 
ployed In its manufue' ure ; and 3rd, the 
manner in which it iB laid clown. 

Vitrified brick cannot bo mado from tho 
common red and blu3 clays so abundant in 
the neighborhood ; a special material knowu 
only to those who know the business iB ex- 
clusively employed. This material in natu- 
ral formation and largo deposits exists not 
very far from Victoria, where it can bo ob- 
tained eaeily and cheaply. It is all very 
well for Mr. Alexander Iiegg, CO., and 
others of your correspondents to champion 
their opinions as they do, and they are quito 
right in doing so if they thoroughly under- 
stand what they aro writing about, which in 
some cases I very much question. Vitrified 
pavomont has not in the past in all cbbcb 
been an unqualified Buci'3hs. I know of 
some places In England where it has been a 
dis'.inct failure owing to cheap and unsuit- 
able material having been used, or to its 
being badly put down. In the great ma- 
jority of cases, however, it haB been do- 
cidedly BUC3esaful in point of cheapness, 
durability, cleanliness, and also from a sani- 
tary point of view. 

Tho adpotion of thia eyatom, to do it thor- 
oughly, oheaply and well, ombracea much 
more than many of your oorreepondenta 
seem to be aware of, and includes sidewalk 
tiling, curbing and channelling. This once 
done— and donn properly— will laBt for gen- 
erations, and add a permanent ornamenta- 
tion to any city or town adopting it. True, 
much can bo said in favor of asphalting, 
where tho work is efficiently done. The 
Btroets in 'ho city of London, Cheapside, 
Mansion Houie rquare, Old Broad street, 
and many othera in the heart of tho oity, are 
aplendidly done, but the cost ia enormoua 
anU their maintenance heavy. I' seems to 
niethat with tho raw matoricl clo-. at hand 
offering apodal advantageB for the i • t.ubliah- 
mcnt of an industry for the manufacture of 
vitrifiod brick and kindred products, which 
Would pay well and command a oontinuoui 
and profitable trade, the city council would 
earn the lasting gratitude of generations to 
come if they would encourage such an in 
dustry and give ua good Btreeta. 

In view of past painful experiences, how- 
ever (sewerago and electric ligiiting — 1< 
wit) it is to bo hoped the counoil will com- 
pletely understand the matter bofere they 
commit themselves; and by the time this ia 
thoroughly mastered — if we take the past aa 
the measure by whioh they acquire knowl 
edge— I am afraid our grandchildren will 
be conducting oivio affairs, and then, pro 
bably, some other system of pavement 
than vitrified brick will have obtained popu- 
lar favor. Buc bb braina are the oheapeat 
thing to buy in thia or any of tho world's 
markets, I ahould suggest the employment 
of a man — with brains — who thoroughly un 
deratanda the business, whose first duty 
wonld bo to oducato tho council in this mat 
ter and thou give us paved stroeta, whioh 
would be a comfort to man and beast, a 
aafeguard for health, a pleasure to tho eye 
and an ornament to the city.

Enough Is aaid in the article to convince 
the attontivo reader thab the oonditlon of 
Christiana In Macedonia is aa bad as it can 
bo. So horrible haa been the tyranny of 
tho Turk that tho upirib haa been oruihed 
out of tlio people, and thoy tamely submit 
to outrages thai but to read of makes the 
blood of tho civilized man of the West boil 
in hia veins. How tho Christians of Europo 
have ao long pormittod tho Turks to mis- 
govern and maltreat Christians living under 
tho rulo of tho Sultan, is incomprehensible. 
Bub tho day of reckoning will bo sure to 
cimo, and when lb doos come it will be a 
borriblo one. 



MACEDONIAN CHRISTIANS. 

The Armenians aro not bho only ChriB- 
hiana who auffdr outrago and wrong ab the 
hands of the Turks. The inhabitants of 
Macedonia are treated aB cruelly and aro aa 
intolerably oppreaBed aa aro those of Ar- 
menia. The Macedonian ChrlBtiane have 
been undor the iron rule of the Turks so long, 
and the only reBult of roBiatanco has been 
to aggravate the misery of their condition 
so groatly, that thoy have lost all spirit and 
sutler wrongs that are to men and women 
of tho West literally unspeakable, 
without oven a complaint. Tho poor 
pooplo aro moBt oaroful not to give offonco 
to their oppressors. The Contemporary Ko- 
view, in its article " Macedonia and tho 
Macedonians," says : " Tako thorn all in 
all the Christian population of Macodonla 
aro aubmiBsive, frugal and patlont to a 
fault. Tho Turka thomsolvos frequently ad 
mit and admlro their excellent qualities, and 
novor neglect to profit by them. A high Ot- 
toman oliiclal latoly asaurod mo thab bho 
I5ulgariana in Macedonia wero vory loyal, 
thrifty, aubmiaaivo aubjoots, of whom tho 
Porto had roason to bo proud, ' and,' ho 
naively added, 'it ia a calumny to affirm 
thab wo havo tho allghtoab roason to bo die 
satisfied with them.' " 

Yet how aro thoao loyal, patient, submis- 
sive aubjoots treated 1 The following Is a 
part, and a Bmall part, of whab tho reviewer 
says about the way in which tho Christians 
of Macedonia are troaled by thoir Turkish 
mastera and opproaaora : 

" In truth, tho Maoedoniana havo littlo to 
bo gratoful for. Like Sohak in tho Porslan 
legend, thoy havo two sorponts on thoir 
l)»oks who livo on their llfo-blood — viz , the 
Government, as represented by tuxes, 
tax-gatherers and adminiatratora, and 
tho brlganda, who plunder and kill — 
somotlmes with the poaitlvo approval and 
always with tho friendly oennivsnce of the 
Turkish officials. The result of tho two- 
fold eyatem of Injustice and crimo ia tho ut- 
ter impoverishment of tho pooplo, numbors 
of whom at this very moment are devoid of 
tho moana of subsistence, and their gradual 
abasement to tho level of boaBta of burden, 
which would long ago havo been reached 
had lb not been for the schools founded by 
intorostod agitators from without. And 
oven as It la, many a Macedonian Christian 
diflors bub vory littlo in habits, alma 
and way of living from tho boasta 
of tho field j and such difference 
as thorc ia tonda to intensify rathor than 
alleviate the hardship of his lot. Ib would 
bo easy to illustrato tho present condition of 



"CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS." 

Tho believers in Christian Salonoe are 
criticised very sevoroly by some of tho influ- 
ential newspapers of tho Eaab. Diphtheria 
haa latoly been raging in Indianapolis. 
Many have died of ib, and the authorities of 
bhe city did whab they could to arrest the 
progroBB of tho disoaao. To do thie it waB 
necesaary to isolato thoao who were alll cted 
with it. Hut tho " ChriBtian Solentiats " 
refuBod to comply with tho c'.vlo regula- 
tions regarding tho disoaao. Thoy, in tho 
first placo, did not believe in having tho 
pationta with whom thoy wore connected 
aulj^ctod to medical treatment, and 
thoy insisted on visiting tho Bick, and 
laughed at tho precautions takon to provonb 
bho aproad of tho disoaao. It can bo easily 
understood that a band of Christian Scien 
tista going from house to house for the pur- 
pose of nilniatoring to diphtheric pationta 
would bo tho moat offootivo moana for pro- 
pagating the dlaoaao that could bo devlaod. 
Eaoh of its members would curry the conta- 
gion wborevor he or ahe went, and there 
would be few placoa In which there wua nob 
Borne ono — man, woman or child — In euoh 
condition aa roadily to reoolvo the poison 
thua diaaominated. It would bo too late to 
toll tho person to whom tho contagion waa 
Imparted from theclotheBof the eoiontiat mis 
Blonary thab bho dlaease was only a creation 
of his imagination, thab Iub aoro throab had 
really no exiabenoe, and that all he had 
bo do was to believe thab ho was In good 
health and to get someone who had faith 
to pray for him and the distressing Bymp 
toms would disappear. To most grown-up 
people and to all infants the sore throat 
would bo a torriblo reality and the poison 
would do its work in spite of every effort 
of the will and all tho prayers thab could be 
utbered. 

Aa long as a malady la mild and nob con 
bagious bhe oommunity can afford to look 
upon the Christian Scientist aa a harmlesa 
fanatic Bub as soon as tho disease becomes 
dangeroua and contagious ho ahould be 
looked upon aB a lunatic whom 
the good of the community requires 
bo be pub under roatrainb. Tho person who, 
when diphtheria or small-pox is epidemic, 
poraiats in visiting patients ulllicted with 
the diaoaee, and without taking the precau- 
tions known to be effective in disinfecting 
himself and his clothes goes into houseB 
whoro the difloaBO haB not made Ub appear- 
ance, Is worse than an Incendiary. He is 
voluntarily a disseminator of disease and 
death, and he should bo treated aa such. 
Toleration of his fad under such circum- 
stances ia nothing loaa than a crime. We 
do not wonder that the Bane people 
of Indianapolis wore indignant at the 
Chrlatian Soiontlata. Wo do not know whab 
action thoy took, bub a New York papoi 
says: "A jail or an asylum — In the one or 
the other institution Bhould any man or 
woman be placed who even suggests the 
treatment of a diseaeo liko diphtheria by the 
exorolse of will, so called, or faith, or the 
Billy use of a moro silly Imagination." This 
is nob a whit too strong. It iB diotated by 
truo Boionco, common sonao and experience. 



THE CONQUEST OF MADAGASCAR. 

The Frenoh are in poasesaion of the oapi- 
bal of Madagascar, bub have they taken the 
country ; has their invaalon been auocessful ? 
Ib is nmoh more difficult to hold a country 
liko Madagascar than to go through tho 
form of oonquering it. The country ia not 
a vaatexpanao of wilderness inhabited by a 
few savages. The oiimate iB not favorablo 
bo bho European constitution. Ib is, on tho 
oontrary, moat unhealthy. The country, 
although nob densely peopled, has a largo 
population, part of ib high-spirited and war- 
like. The Frenoh can never colonize Mada- 
gascar as the British and other nations 
havo coloniz.id North Amorioa. Tho French, 
If they retain poBsesBion of Madagascar, 
will always hi atrangora In tho land. 
Botwoon them and tho natives thoro is, and 
most likely always will bo, a groab gulf, 
There can be very libble sympathy bobwoen 
them. Tho Frenoh may remain masters of 
bho counbry, bub they will never be 
at home in it. The groab bulk of tho 
population will continue to be Malagoae, 
and from all accounts they are nob easily 
managed. A largo part of the country la 
very difficult of access and ib follows bhat a 
very considerable proportion of ita popula- 
tion will have very littlo intorcourae with 
their Frenoh oonquorora. Tho proapoob of 
making Madagascar a poacoable and a profit- 
able colony of Franco la not vory bright. At 
thia moment it appoara a good doul moro 
probable that ib will 1)3 a costly and a 
troublesonio poaaeaaion, than that ib will bo 
a contented and proBporoua dupondonoy.

A QUEER ARRANGEMENT. 

Tho ohange which haa boon made in the 
Iowa liquor traliic cannot bo encouraging to 
tho advocatoa of prohibition. The prohibi- 
tion law in that atate haa been a failure 
Tho boat ovidenco of thia ia tho arrangomonb 
thab has juBb been made. That arrango- 
monb Booms to us to bo un immoral ono. 
The Legislature refuses to acknowledge that 
bho law has failed to produce tho cIToot In- 
tended, that it does not prohibit. But thoy 
allow it to romaln on tho atatuto book, with 
all tho palna and ponnltieB attached to Its 
violation. They havo attuohod what wo sup. 
poao may bo called a rider to it to tho effect 
thab although tho law forbids tho sale of in- 
soliciting drink undor any circumstances, 
yet bhe citlzon who pays into tho atato 
treasury $600 may aoll intoxicating drinka 
for the poriod of twolvo months. Hero wo 
havo a law giving oitlzjna lioonBe to violate 
the law. Waa thore over such a quoor do- 
vioe? This is what bho Now York Times 
says about bho vory extraordinary aation cf 
bhe Legislature : 

Alter maintaining a prohibition law for 
years and refusing to displace it, though it 
was conBtantly violatod, tho Ropublloans 
passed a loglelatlvo act permitting ib to bo 
violatod with impunity on payment of a 
bribe to tho Publio Troaaury. ThiB iB 
what bho so-oallod " mulob law" amounts 
bo. Ib doos not ropoal or modify tho 
prohibition low, and it declares that 
" nothing in this act shall he construod 
bo mean thab tho salo of intoxicating 
liquora ia in any way legalized, nor is bho 
Bamo to bo construed in any manner or form 
as a lioonBO, nor shall any aBBOssmonb of any 
tax for tho Bale of liquor as aforesaid pro- 
boob tho wrongdoor from any penalty now 
providod by law, except on I ha oondibion 
hereinafter provided." 

Tho pocullar provision of the law Ib thub 
If 50 por conb, of bho voters in a olty of 
5,000 inhabitants or moro, or 115 por oont. 
in counties whoro thoro is no oity of bhab 
aizo, potitlon for tho sale of liquor no pen- 
alty shall bo enforced against any seller who 
shall pay $600 to tho County Auditor. 
Liquor selling Ib nob made lawful or pub 
undor regulation, bub anybody observing 
certain conditions may violato the law 
with impunity by paying 5600 a yoar.

SCHOOL BOARD. 

Pupil Teachers to Pass an Examin- 
ation Before the Principals of 
the Schools. 

Trustee Marcliaut Denies He Said He 
Would Make It Hot for 
Anyone. 



At tho meeting of tho school board last 
night, at which all the mombers wore pro- 
Bent, except Trustoe Lovell, a report was 
rocoived from the principals in respoceo to 
the communication of tho board in regard 
to the training of pupil toachero. The re- 
port stated that tho principals had decided 
that at tho end of thia torm tho principals, 
acting aB un examining board, Bhall see that 
each pupil toaoher is ablo to givo to a class, 
loaaona in reading, geography, lauguago and 
arithmetic, and that certificates bo issued 
to euch pupil teaohera us pass a satisfactory 
examination. 

Thia was approved by tho board, and on 
suggestion of Truateo Merchant it waa do- 
cided to issue three grades of diplomas to 
pupil teachers: firBt claaa, 80 per cent; 
Bocond class, 00 ; and third claaa 40 por 
cent, 

A report from Principal Notherby, of tho 
Central echool, stated that ho had investi- 
gated Mra. Merryfield'a complaint that hor 
son had been unduly punished, and found 
tho punishment had not beon unneoesearily 
severe. 

A copy of the letter will bo sent to Mrs. 
Morryfield. 

A request waa received from the prinoi- 
pala ot tbo Bchoots for printed forma on 
whioh te mako their quarterly and furnituro 
reports. 

This waa considered reaaonablo, and re- 
ferred to tho Rupply committee to act. 

The school attendance for the month of 
Septembor was : Average daily attondonoe 
1,845 45, average actual attondanoe 1854,12; 
pupils ootually attending 2,146; average 
por teacher 44 74, 

Trustee Lewis brought up his resolution, 
preventing teaohca from canvassing mem- 
bers of tho board for promotion. Tho teach- 
ers already on tho staff must rely on tho 
Board to deal fairly and squaroly with them. 
Ho therefore moved seconded by Trustee 
Glovor : 

" Whereas the oinvioslng of the bjard of 
trustees by toaohors of our statT for pro- 
motion on thoir own behalf or on behalf of 
other teaohors in the employ of the board is 
both inconvenient and subversive of tho 
beat intereBts of the schools, Be it there- 
fore rosolvod that on and after this data tho 
board will disallow and diacountenanco on 
pain of instant dismissal all personal can- 
vassing on their own bohalf or for otherB for 
promotions by toaohora alroady on the 
staff." 

While Mrs. Grant thought the movo in' 
tho right dlrtc ion aho considered the 
penalty too severe. She feared that it 
would prevent principals of schools from 
giving information aa to the abilities of tho 
teachers under them, in cases where vacan- 
cies ocourrod on tho stair. 

An explanatory note was added to tho 
effect that the resolution would nob pro- 
Oludo prinoipals from giving information or 
rooommendations, and tho resolution aa 
amended was passed. 

Trustee Marciiant brought up a resolu- 
tion calling on the principals of the schools 
to report upon tho toachors who wero 
absent from the children's day exorciaea at 
tho exhibition. 

In this connection a lotter was road from 
Mrs. Taylor, of the Victoria West BChool, 
stating that she had not attended tho ex- 
hibition aa her alass was one of the junior 
c aBBoa excused fro n attendance, and aho 
had not understood that bIio had to be 
proaont heraelf. Sho had oent in this letter

Rossland, B C , Oc;. 2 - Kossland it. 
taking a roBtiug Bpell now after the wonder- 
ful rush of tho summer. The huge flouting 
population of proBpeotora and speculators 
has left to winter south of tho line and ia 
oonstquenco the hoteU, restaurants and 
stores are not doing anything like the vol- 
ume of business whioh characterized the 
months of Juno and July. The mines, how- 
ever, are looking excellenb und the probabil- 
ities aro that tho camp's output during the 
coming wintor months will double present 
figures, with half a dozen proportlea making 
regular shipments. 

The mo3C important deal of tho paBt few 
weeka has boon tho bonding of Phil Aspen- 
wall's interest in tho Kuotenay, Copper 
Jaok, and Tip Top claims for $40,000. Tho 
effeofc of this deal will bo tho consolidation 
of tho Kooteuay and Columbia mines and 
tho initiation of new capitalist) 
Into thn oanip. The Trail Crock 
Mining Company, which has now se- 
cured control of the Columbia StKootonay, 
is one of tho strongest financial concerns in 
tho country. H. P. iMaaou and C. L. Hoge, 
president and director respectively of the 
Trail Mining Company, aro members of tho 
Chicago firm of contractors known as 
Mbbou, Hogo & Co., and each has a rating 
of over 81,000.000 in tho Dun Mercantile 
Agency report. McKinney, tho secretary, 
ia of tho Nilea Tool Company, of Hamilton, 
Ohio, one of tho largeat aoncorcs of ita kind 
in the United Statea. The now deal will 
also put an end to tho litigation whioh waa 
looming up consequent upon rival claimants 
to the property, aa they aro all to be taken 
into tho now concern upon a proportionate 
basis. 

Considerable development work has been 
done upon tho Columbia and Kootenuy 
claims, they being the principal ones in the 
Trail company's group, A 20-ton shipment 
has already been made from the Columbia, 
and another shipment will follow in a woek, 
the ore going to Great Falls. There are 
largo bodies of ore on both thoso propertioe, 
and as the now company has plenty of 
oapital thoy will be worked to tho bjat ad- 
vantoge. 

The La Koi, since tho installation of its 
new hoisting machinery, has all but doublod 
its former output, turning out 90 tons per 
day. The directors have paid one dividend 
already, and expeot henceforth to pay 
monthly dividend of hvo cents per share. 
The oompany has contracted to supply 
.'1(1,500 tons to the reduction works now be 
Ing erected at Trail, with tho option of in 
creasing it to 75,000 tona. The Northpor 
road ia in auoh bid repair that the wagons 
cannot carry all tho ore turned out, and a 
reserve of some 125 tons ia now held in the 
bins. 

Tho War Eagle has also resumed ahip 
rnents, whioh were suspended In August, 
The air compressor plant for this property 
is expeoted In this week, and in tho mean 
time a force ia working at tho woBt end of 
the property In a now atope. The War 
Eigle has a chute of tho richest ore in tho 
district, some of it running ua high as $200 
per ton, and though itjappeara to bo in force 
ita extent has not been fully determined 
When the new machinory ia in operation 
tho War Eagle is expected to ship from 50 
to 75 tona per day. Tho working foroe on 
the War Eagle will be greatly inoreaaed 
next month. For the present month the 
Josie haB mado rogular shipments aggregat- 
ing some 135 tonn, which gave a return ap- 
proximating §5,000. Work on this proper- 
ty is going ohoad steadily. 

Tho great strike of the past month has 
boen that on the Iron Horso, an oro body of 
over thirty foot having bson discovered. A 
peculiar feature is a clay Beam of from 12 to 
16 inches, whioh comes in botween the 
hanging wall and the lodge matter. A trial 
shipment has been made to the Tacoma 
Bmelter, which waa entered at the customs 
as worth $8G0. Aa aoon as the smelter re- 
turns are received regular shipmenta will 
follow. 

The returnB on recent shipmenta from tho 
Cliff have boen much moro Batiefactory than 
formerly. The last ranged from $17 50 to 
J70 per ton, one oar netting $500. The 
percentage of copper was tho highest 
which has been received in camp from 
any smelter, being 8 02. Thoro aro over 
200 tons o! oro on the Cliff dump which will 
bo shipped aa aoon aa wagons can bo socur- 
ed, Tho face of No. 2 tunnel ia now in a 
clean body of iron eulphido. Development 
work ia boiog puahed on a acoro of proper- 
ties in tho vicinity of Roaaland, and ir. 
every instanco thoy aro showing up bettr . 
Tho aotivlty which characterized Rosoluu, 
this summer isbutan indox to tho life which 
may bo expected In tho euromer ( f 1890. 

Another now town has been born in 
Trail Creek. It is situated at the Columbia 
river landing, seven miles from Rousland, 
and ia known as Trail. It was pre emptod 
some years ago by E S. Topping, one of 
Trail Creek'a pioneers, who ia now in a fair 
way to rcalizo upon hie foroaight. For 
Beveral months ho has been dickering with 
smoltor men with a viow to aocuring tho lo- 
cation of such works on hia townaito. In thia 
he was strongly opposed by D. C. Corbin, 
of the Spokano Falls & Northern railway, 
who was pulliDg for similar advantages for 
his townaito of Northporb, which ia 14 
milea distant from the nearest mineB on the 
American side, as against a diBtanco of 
seven milea to Trail. Topping came out on 
top, and work ie now being puahed on the 
Hoinzo reduction worka at Trail, which 
promiaoa to bo tho most oxtonaivo establish- 
ment for treating ores in the Kootonay. 
This haa given a bnom to Trail, and already 
there are nearly 400 mon at tho landing and 
town lota i re going liko hotcakes. Already 
there is a email town under canvaa and 
.substantial buildings aro going up aa fast as 
lumber can bo soourod from Rovelstoko, 
Nakusp, Nolaon and Northport. 

On tho reduction works some 100 mon oro 
now employed and fully as many moro will 
be put on as soon aa euffioiont progress la 
made. The equipment will be very comploto, 
with tho moat approved machinory. Tho 
capacity of tho worka will be 200 tons per 
day with five stacks. It ia proposed to 
pueh tho work so as to bo ab'o to blow In 
three stacks by tho firBt of January, the 
oipaclty of whioh will bo 120 tons por day. 
The product of the works will bo a "matte" 
the proportion of which will bo ono to ton of 
ore, thus effecting a groat saving in tho 
transportation ohargoa to smelting points. 
There aro some 1,500,000 brloka required fcr 
the neoesaary buildings, and tho oontraotors 
are now endeavoring to nolvo thoquosthn

Thoro is an opening 
hero for an enterprltiug brick manufacturer, 
aa 'hoileniaud of thia aeotion will not end 
with the rilling of the proeienb requirement 
Tiie mere question of full aupply fur these 
woika will furnish employment for a consld- 
erablo number ol men, contracts having 
beon lot for tho supplying of 10,000 cords 
of wood. There ia plenty of money behind 
thia enterprise and tho worka will be en- 
larged and extended aa tho retirements of 
the district demand. 

Ia addition to other achemea a tramway 
is to be constructed from tho works to servo 
Bomo of tho louding properties. Tho man- 
agement of the roduotion works han onn- 
trao'.td with tho La Roi mino for 110,500 
tons of oro, which will represent the present 
yearly output <>f tho property. Thin ote ai 
present goes out by way of Northport, and 
its diversion to and treatment at Trail 
means a considnrabio gain to tho district. 
A little timo woiks great ohangea. It ia 
not ao long since it was feared that North- 
port would be tho treating point, but the 
tido has now aot In in favor of Trail. 

There aro other companies seeking to 
eeoure tho reduction of Trail Creek ores, 
and it ia not at all improbable that they, 
too, will locato on thn Columbia, if not at 
'L'ratl at some point adj dning.

Prospectors Continually Finding 1 Frebh 
Leads of Gold Bearing Quartz 
in the District. 



Coarse Gold Taken From the China 
Creek Hydraulic Claims— A 
Bright Outlook. 



Frank McQuillan and Gold Commissioner 
ThomoB Fletoher arrived from Alborni yes- 
torday. Mr. McQuillan reports tho gonoral 
outlook of tho mining district as wondor- 
fully good. Prospootors are atlll going in, 
and the fine ueaaon hay allowed mining 
work to progreea without hindrance. A 
number of now leada havo boon atruck to- 
wards Mount Arrowsmith, a fow mlloa to 
the northwoat of Mineral Hill, whloh 
bounda China creek, Tho outcrop on these 
leads ahowa up well, Tho oro ia a blue 
quartz similar to that on Mineral oreok, and 
aeaayB from $20 to J.'iOO in gold. Forty or 
fifty claima have been taken up in this dis- 
trict, on Vellowstono crook, Cameron river 
and other BtroomB. 

At tho head watora of Granlto croek, 
niuo miles from tho Alborni canal, a num- 
ber of leadB havo boon atruck, tho oro being 
something similar to that of China crook, 
aaaays running from $25 to $80 in gold. 

On China oreok, Childs it McQuillan are 
getting roady to put in a ditch on their 
hydraulic claims, In place of a flume, as 
until an expenditure of $1,000 Ib put on tho 
road from Alborni lumber or a saw mill 
cannot bo brought in. Tho mile and a half 
of ditch will be ready for piping by April. 

As an instunco of the richness of tho 
ground on these claims it may be atatcd that 
five Chinamon working for two weeks on the 
upper end of the Duke of York got over $300. 
The gold Ib very coarse, running from 75 
cento to a §6 nuggot. Mr. Fletoher has a 
large nuggot worth over $0 which was 
picked up un this claim. Aa some of the 
gold haB particles of quartz adhering to it, 
ic goes to prove that thero muat ba aomo 
rich voins from which chia gold was wushed 
into the creek. 

On tho Constance hydraulic claim on 
China creek, owned by tho Nanaimo Gold 
Co., a shaft ia being sunk to bed rock, three 
shifts working at it. Bed rock, it is ex- 
pected, will be atruok in 60 feet, half of 
that dlBtanoo being alroady comploted. 

Gleason and others are sinking a shaft on 
Mineral creek and expoot to roach bed rock 
In 10 feet more. The ground ahowa gold 
from tho graas roots down. Bainbridge has 
juat finished the dam on his lease on China 
creek. 

Speaking from a long experience In pros- 
pecting and examining tho Alborni country, 
Mr. McQuillan holds that one claim on Chi- 
na creek ia aa good as another, with plenty 
of water to work them ard a good fall to 
allow tho waeto to wash away. 

At tho Alborni quartz mine a nun.bar of 
men are buey gottlng out rock to ehlp. To- 
day the representatives of tho English oapi. 
tallsts leave on tho Maude for Alborni to 
examine the Golden Eagle with a view to 
purohaao. The Golden Eagle haa had more 
development work done on it than any of 
tho quarlz claima In tho district.
